Mission* After the War. 


The officers of foreign missioaaiy 


societies look for new opportunities of 
religious work as one result of the re- 
cent war. Through lack of mutual 
understanding, it has sometimes hap- 
pened that one missionary organiza- 
tion has entered a field already occu- 
pied by another. Such a proceeding 
involves a waste of energy, ami some- 
times leads to unpleasant differences 


To avoid anything of this kind, a 


conference was recently held of the 
secretaries of foreign missionary so- 
cieties of Protestant denominations to 
consider the wisest distribution 
of 


work in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippine and Caroline Islands. The 
purpose of the conference was to en- 
able each society to assume responsi- 
bility for certain parts of the territory, 
anu to anauge for a certain measure 


j of co-operation. For instance. It is 


intended that there shall be a kind of 
bureau of Information, to study the 
conditions which exist and to commun- 
icate to each society the facto which 
:t needs to know for the most effective 
work in Its chosen fleld. 


It was found that seven mission 


boards are ready to engage In work in 
Cuba, three In Porto Rico, three in the 
Philippine Islands, and one, the Amer- 
ican board, wishes to resume its work 
in the Caroline Islands at the earliest 
opportunity. The Presbyterians, Bap- 
tists 
and 
Methodists—North 
and 


South; the Congregationalism, Cult**! 
Brethren. Episcopalians and Friends 
are represented in this movement. 


It is assumed that whatever form ot 


government may be established in the 
u'ttuds hitherto under the sovereignty 
of Spain, religious liberty

preaching of the gospel of peace shall 
follow as quickly and as widely as pos-

It is intended to show 
under the loose robe. 


Between the skirts intended for vis- 


iting toilets and those designed to be 
worn with tailor-made costumes there 
is less difference. The latter, though, 
•re quite a bit shorter and never ex- 
tend below the shoe tops.

The preference for crisp, rustling

Towler at Chefoo show an enormous 
ncrease of the foreign trade of CKtna 
nd point out the great ralne of that 
jart of it originating in the United 
tales. Last year the volume of the 
rade exceeded that for JS96 by 32,- 
00,000 taels, a total beicg reckoned at 
3,9 cents. The vaiue of the United 
itates trade in China represented 15 
>er cent, of the totai, being more than 
[oubie the whole German trade and 
second only to Great Britain. As Con- 
ui Fowler puts it; 
"The value of 


United States export* to China 
is 


reater than that of all continental 
Europe and the Russians, European 
and Asiatic." His figures show that

S320.281. But these figure*, he says, 


re entirely too small, for owing to the 
Chinese meth«d of keeping treasury 
tatistics a large proportion of the 
goods coming from the United States 
ire entered as from other countries. 
Consul Johnson vay» that kerosene no 
onger holds first place in the export* 
from the United State* to ChVua. Cot- 
ton goods- is the moat valuable line of 
trade, and 40 per cent, of the export* 
of the cotton from'the United State* 
went to China last year, the value be- 
ing over $7,000.000.

course, with high scholarship. The 
great desire of "seeing" Europe was 
then made possible by his knowledge 
of the piano. He went across the ocean 
and began bis long trip, earning his 
money by tuning pianos, the acute- 
ness of his hearing making him per- 
fectly adapted for this work. In Ger- 
many and France he studied tbe lan- 
guages of the people until he could 
talk them fluently. He often said that 
the old world was a revelation to him 
and worth years of study In college. 
The people were all kind1 to the young 
blind man and he gained a store of 
information such as few tourists ob- 
tain. 


After his return he entered Albion 


college, and then, finishing his course, 
entered the University of Michigan at 
Ann Arbor, where he astounded every- 
body with his power of learning and 
the use to which it was all put. 


In 1S95 he married a. bright, intelli- 


gent young woman, and the happy 
couple left Eoon for study in Italy and 
Greece. His reception there was re- 
markable, especially in Greece, where 
the blind are expected to beg for a 
living. Nothing more than this was 
imagined of Mr. Hamilton, but, on tbe 
contrary, he nas a worker and needed 
no donations. He soon became the 
subject of extensive articles in the va- 
rious Grecian papers and large crowds 
nocked ar&ti^tl liiiu wUbrcv^r he \veui, 
so that soon the attention of tne no- 
bility was attracted. 


After being th? lion of the hour at 


dinner parties among the most noble 
families of Greece, he received an In- 
vitation from the queen to appear be- 
fore her highness. He was received 
with all the courtesy and honor which 
could be used without entering upon 
pompous ceremony, and when he de- 
parted she gave the young maa her 
photograph. 


Mr. Hamilton is not only a scholar, 


a lecturer and a piano tuner combined, 
but a musician of exceptional merit, 
having medals and testimonials from 
the leading conservatories of America 
and the old world. His execution on 
the piano is marvelously sweet and pa- 
thetic in its shading and expression. 


He has the usual wondertul power 


of memory which often, if not always, 
characterizes tbe blind, and he Is able 
to give the entire lecture of any man 
from notes taken during the delivery, 
provided the lecture is not over an 
hour in length. When writing he uses 
the Brail system of perforating the 
paper, so that it Is read or the reverse 
side, and he writes from seventy to 
eighty words a minute. 


A surprising feature of his life Is th« 


fact that he holds seven medals for 
wrestling catch-as-catch-oan and tas 
never been beaten unless he wandered 
out of his class. He won the cham- 
pionship medal and Conors at the in- 
tercollegiate meet when it was held at 
Tpanantt. Mr. Hamilton is ambitious, 
active and never content at oeing idte 
He has prepared a lecture, "What a 
bund Man Sww in Europe," and it is 
unique, interesting; and bright, having 
been delivered many times. When the 
new school for the blind is completed 
In Greece Mr Hamilton la to have the 
same tn charge, at the request of ber 
majesty the queen of Greece.

TREES IN NEW ZEALAND. 


THe Kauri, m Flu*, Grow* to »o Enor- 


nutag H«l«ht. 


From the Chautauquan: The kauri 


Is the monarch of the New Zealand 
forest, an indigenous pine, growing to 
enormous height, frequently eighty 
feet, before it sends out a bough, while 
its average diameter is from eight to 
nine feet. It is said to be 800 years m 
reaching maturity. There is no under- 
brush in a kauri forest, the prince of 
trees permitting no rival within its 
domain. The totara is another species 
of pme. which, however, has none of the 
characteristics of the eoniferae of other 
countries, either in habit or in appear- 
ance. The most singular of all is the 
rata, a peculiar tree with onmowhat th-s 
nature of a parasite. If it springs up I gOj 
near a rimn pine it winds about it like 
a huge vine, its tightening coils grad- 
ually crushing the life out of the un- 
fortunate pine. When it reaches the 
top it sends out branches and stands 
a hollow shell, its coils kuit closely to- 
gether by a dense network "of fibres, 
which appear m tbe last stage of its 
growth. It has a like affinity for its 
own species and a second rata spring- 
ing up beside one of earlier growth 
will absorb and destroy it as It de- 
stroys the rima. If, however, neither 
rlmu nor rata Is within reach, it grows 
np a respectable and well-behaved tree, 
attaining a height of from fifty to six- 
ty feet and is used for masts in ship- 
building.

southwesterly direction. When

soot-laden air met a moist wind from 
the southwest the latter parted with 
its moisture and the former with its 
soot—hence the shower of black rain.
